By the Act of February 5, 


by Congress with receiving and distrib- 
uting all government publications except 
those restricted to the special use of 
Congress and the executive departments, 
and all copyrighting of books, maps, 
charts, etc., was transferred to that De- 
partment from the Department of State. 
This rapidly increasing volume of busi- 
ness was allocated to the division of the 
Secretary's office containing the library, 
and the manifold duties in regard there- 
to were assumed by its chief. During 
the period of the Civil War the activi- 
ties of the library proper were over- 
shadowed by the enormous growth of 
the copyright section, but in 1871 this 
situation was relieved by the transfer of 
all copyright business to the Library of 
Congress, where it has become a very 
large and important division. New im- 
petus was given the Interior Library by 
the appointment of a Superintendent of 
Documents, who also served as Librarian 
and through whose efforts an appropria- 
tion for general literature was obtained. 

In 1879, the library was segregated 
from the Documents Division, given a 
liberal appropriation, handsome quar-

‘rom time to time thereafter small 
appropriations were made for accessions, 
but as the Department grew, the library 
again became the victim of overcrowded 
conditions and was compelled to aban- 
don its fine quarters and take refuge in 
a small suite of rooms where lack of 
space effectively precluded any exten- 
sive additions to the collection. 

Expansion of the Department con- 
tinued, however, and eventually the Gen 
eral Land Office and the Indian Office 
were moved from the Interior Building 
proper and the library was again granted 
living space by the simple expedient of 
moving it to a suite of rooms considered 
unfit for clerical use by reason of “‘com 
plete absence of daylight.” This fact, 
the long-suffering librarian hoped, might 
insure it against further disturbance. 
During all of these years the library had 
continued to serve not only as a deposi- 
tory for legal materials and general ref- 
erence works but also as a general cir- 
culation medium for the clerks of the 
Department, who, with the approval of 
the Secretary, made full use of its care- 
fully selected collection of standard 
works in the ordinary branches of litera- 
ture. Courtesies were freely extended 
to the immediate families of the em- 
plovees and to other government de- 
partments as well. 

About that time (1887), agitation was 
rife for the establishment of a public 
library in the District of Columbia, and 
twelve vears later, a proposed amend- 
ment to an appropriation bill provided 
for transfer of all government depart 
mental libraries to the then established 


Public Library. [ am happy to report 
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that this remarkable suggestion was 
unanimously rejected by the Senate 
ut peace and security were not yet 
found, for in 1902 the whole Interior 
Department was startled one winter 
morning, very near the close of the ses 
sion of Congress, to learn from the dail) 
press that a resolution had passed _ the 
House of Representatives the day be 
fore virtually abolishing this particular 
library, and directing the Secretary to 
turn over all its much prized and well 
known volumes to the Public Library. 
\ mammoth petition and protest, to 
gether with a letter from the Secretary, 
were hastily prepared and rushed to the 
committee of the Senate to which the 
matter had been referred, where the ob 
noxious clause was promptly stricken 
from the bill. However, later in the 
same session, a provision was included 
in the Legislative, Executive and Judi 
cial’ Appropriation Act which author- 
ized the transfer to the Library of Con- 
gress or the Free Public Library of 
all books “no longer needed for con- 
duct of the public business” in the 
various libraries of the Executive De- 
partments. 

In the light of earlier legislative at- 
tempts, this apparently was construed as 
mandatory ; each bureau of the Interior 
Department was hastily circularized to 
obtain a listing of essential books nee:«- 
ed for its “conduct of the public busi- 
ness,’ and a chaotic period ensued. 
Other government departments, getting 
wind of the impending dismemberment 
of the highly regarded Interior Library, 
filed requests with the Secretary for 
materials of interest to them—to all of 
which requests the Secretary turned a 
deaf ear, sternly referring them to the

of the author was to give a brief and uni- 
fied treatment of the principal sources 
and secondary works rather than to give 
a critical and detailed study of legal 
origins. He succeeded admirably in the 
task he laid out for himself. Since the 
work was intentionally confined in the 
main to Spanish and European sources, 
it was obviously necessary to omit con- 
sideration of the customs of the Indian 
population of this country and the in- 
fluence of those customs on the legal 
development of Hispanic-America. This 
gap will doubtless be filled eventually 
by the publication of special studies and 
bibliographies for the various countries 
of Central and South America. 


The survey covers the whole period 
of Spanish legal development from the 
earliest times to the beginnings of the 
nineteenth century. All the main sources 
of Spanish law are considered, with 
copious references to all the leading 
writers. It had been the intention of 
the author to republish the work with 
an additional part dealing with the poli- 
tical and social doctrines of Spain and 
the literature pertaining to these sub- 
jects. Unfortunately time did not per- 
mit him to carry out this design, and an 
untimely death has robbed us of other 
contributions which might well have 
come from this earnest student of legal 
history.

There has long been a need for a com- 
prehensive collection of library terms. 
\s far back as 1926, the Board of Edu- 
cation for Librarianship of the Ameri 
can Library Association began definite 
plans to meet this need. Such outstand- 
ing librarians as Jennie M. Flexner and 
Susan Grey Akers have been in charge 
of the pre ject. A generous grant from 
the Carnegie Corporation of New York 
made possible the preparation of the 
glossary. 

The A. L. A. Glossary of Library 
Terms represents the joint labors of 
hundreds of librarians from British 
Columbia to Florida who have searched 
the various fields of library literature 
and have brought together and made uni- 
form the definitions which have become 
established over a period of years. Out- 
standing among the groups which have 
aided in its compilation are the Biogra- 
phical Society of America, the Catalog 
Code Revision Committee, the Special 
Librarians’ Association, the A. L. A. 
Committee on Photographic Reproduc- 
tion of Library Materials, the Music 
Librarians’ Association and others. 

The glossary contains technical defi- 
nitions used in American libraries, ex- 
cept those of purely local interest ; some 
terms not in use but of historical interest 
and selected in several fields more or 
less closely related to library service, 
with which librarians come in contact in 
connection with books and their histor’. 
Thus this book is a compilation of defi- 
nitions of terms pertinent to cataloging 
(including map and music cataloging), 
classification, archives, printing and pub-

lishing, paper, binding, microphotog- 
raphy, illustrations and prints. 

The appendixes give tables of book 
and type sizes as well as a list of abbre 
viations which were encountered by the 
readers who examined library literature 
in search of terms for the glossary. 
However, the list is not intended to be 
exhaustive. 

The arrangement of the glossary is al- 
phabetical with a separate entry for each 
term. Synonymous terms are usually 
given with definitions, and “see” refer- 
ences from synonymous terms are nu- 
merous. There are no “see also” ref 
erences.
